I've reviewed the attached Wildlife Resources letter. The following are
comments based on the review:

The operator has committed to cover cyanide solution ditches in the MRP,
page 24.

The comment on topsoiling and ripping, we cannot concur with. The
operator has been approved, already, for soil depths of 6 and 8 inches on
portions of the site. We have asked the operator to topsoil with 12 inches
over the proposed waste and leach areas. The operator will be facing a
deficit regarding topsoil application, so will not be able to meet a 12 inch
minimum requirement.

The operator has already committed to a 1 foot ripping scenario prior to
topsoiling and 1 foot following topsoil application. We have agreed to
this. t don't think ripping both topsoil and waste, together, to a depth of
2 - 4feet is the best reclamationprocedure here. It would dilute the
beneficial effect of the topsoil too much, given the small amounts to be
used at reclamation.

We could recommend that the operator incorporate some of the species
DWR has listed, which are not already on the list. I have placed a circle
next to those species.

I think the planting timeframe DWR advises is better than what was
proposed by Tenneco. Tenneco's planting window falls sometime after
October lst. D\iVR advised planting between November and January.

DWR also advises keeping the area fenced while plants are being
established. I saw nothing in the permit committing to do this. t think it
should be incorporated into the plan. Livestock will be particularly
damaging to new growth on the site.

Dear Mr. Kluksdahl:

We have reviewed your letter dated Decernber 7, 1990.

Pad No. 2 is proposed to be expanded by extending in the southerly direction into Quail Creek,
a natural drainage. The first phase of construction would be an earth-fill darn upstream and
adjacent to the proposed exparuion. The face of the darn would be lined with 20 feet of select
clayey material. When water depth exceeds 20 feet it would be pumped out. In Phase 2, the fill
for the foundation of the proposed pad will be placed. This will consist of approxinrately two
(2) million tons of mine overburden.

Our comments on the proposed expansion of Pad No. 2 are as follows:

l. We agree that a construction permit is not required for the dam. You rnay elect to
proceed with the construction at your own risk pencling resolution of issues for Pad No.
2. This position was cornmunicated to you in a letter dated January 10, 1991.

2. We do not agree with your conclusion that a construction permit is not required for
construction of the foundation for the proposed expansion of Pad No. 2. The fbundation
is deemed to be an integral part of the pad. The foundation design rnust be such that it
would support the load irnposed thereon, and maintai-n the integrity of the liner and leak
detectiou system. A construction permit or approval from this office nrust be obtained
prior to construction.

3. As stated in your letter, two engineering consrrltants have recommended that the fill for
the foundation can be constructed out of mine overburden such that the settlernent will
be uniform and predictable. This assertion needs further verification.
